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SUPERINTENDENT'S REPORT 


To the Sunapee School Board: 


I herewith submit my tenth annual report as superin- 
tendent of schools: 


The enrollment at the High School has dropped to 2 
new low, 42 pupils, compared to a normal enrollment of about 
60. This is on account of present war conditions. Many op- 
portunities for employment are now open to the young peo- 
ple. A few moved out of town. 


The elementary enrollment (165), on the other hand is 
higher than it has been since 1930-31 (175). Grades one (26 
pupils) and seven (27 pupils) are especially large, so that it 
has been a problem to provide accommodations. Since the 
operation of our school is based on the plan of having two 
grades in a room it is evident that two rooms (grades 1 & 2 
and 7 & 8) are much too crowded for effective work. A pri- 
mary teacher should not have 45 pupils, especially with two 
grades in the room. The nature of primary instruction re- 
quires much attention to individual pupils, which is impossible 
under present conditions. Therefore we should provide an ad-: 
ditiona] teacher in order to divide the pupils in the first four 
grades in three rooms instead of two. This would make pos- 
sible a normal pupil load for each teacher with increased ef- 
ficiency in the work. As a matter of fact we may find it im- 
possible to secure teachers who are willing to assume such a 
load as is now placed on them. The room in the basement can 
be outfitted for the addtional teacher. 


Grades 7 and 8 could not be accommodated in one room 
as usual, Fortunately for this emergency the number of pupils 
in the High School] is small so that the eighth grade could be 
seated with the ninth grade. Grades 10, 11, and 12 occupy onv- 
room. 


We are giving at the High School two pre-induction. 
courses recommended by the Army:—Fundamentals of Electri- 
city and Fundamentals of Radio. Each course is one semester 
in length. 


Three pupils who would normally be in High School. 
this year have joined the armed forces: 
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Norman Colby, (Class of 1944), U. S. Army 
Paul Latva, (Class of 1944), U. S. Navy 
James Corliss, (Class of 1945), U. S. Navy 


Teachers 


Miss Nettie Jones, who taught social studies for two 
years, resigned and later married Lieut. Malcofm Dunbar. Her 
place was taken by Miss Eleanor Richardson of Claremont, a 
graduate of Keene Teachers College. 

Miss Grace Blanchard, our English, Latin, and French 
teacher, resigned and was succeeded by Mrs. Elizabeth Col- 
cord, who had formerly held this same position. 

We had difficulty in finding a teacher for grades 5 and 
6, but secured as a substitute until Thanksgiving, Miss Marion 
Day, of Colebrook, New Hampshire. We were then fortunate 
in securing Mrs. Elizabeth Pratt, a graduate of Keene Teach- 
ers College. 

Miss Kathleen O’Hayre, who had taught grades 1 and 
2 for two years, resigned last June. She was succeeded by 
Miss Eleanor Whitney, of Meriden, New Hampshire, a gradu- 
ate of Keene Teachers College. 

Mr. Lester Claflin, our shop instructor, has been placed 
in Class 2A, on petition of the School Board, as a man ren- 
dering essential service, until May 12, 1944. 

-The Bartlett Prize Speaking Contest was held in the 
open-air theatre on the playground. There were thirteen con- 
testants, mostly girls. The prizes were awarded as follows: 
First, Mary Martin, “The Murder of Lidice” by Edna St. Vin- 
cent Millay; second, Alice French, “The Death Disk” by Mark 
Twain; third, Nathan Austin, “The Knife” by Brendan Gill. 
Hon. John H. Bartlett, who generously gave the playground 
and provided funds for the prizes, gave a spirited talk to the 
pupils at the close of the program. He also very graciously 
gave a new five-dollar bill to each contestant who failed to 
attain a prize. The school orchestra and pupils in grades 5 and 
6 rendered musical selections under the direction of the Musie 
Supervisor, Frances Shaughnessy. 

I sincerely appreciate the wholehearted cooperation of 
all who have worked so hard in maintaining the schools in 
these difficult times.
